ABAG's main job is to plan for the whole Bay Area. Most people know that. 
But what many of them don't know is that we give a lot of individual help 
to our member governments. 


It's true that since we're largely paid to think on a regional scale, we 
can't give all the attention to local assistance that we'd like to. But 


we're able to do more than many people realize. 


For example, last year we gave some kind of help to almost every member 
government. In 1980 the Association: 


@ Reviewed applications for 1134 federal grants amounting to $1,562,000 
in federal funds for the Bay Area. 


e Helped more than 80 member governments obtain federal grants. 


@ Gave most member governments assistance and information to help improve 
their own programs. We answered data requests from over 50 member 
governments, in addition to countless requests from Bay Area organizations, 
businesses, and individual citizens. 


@ Held 23 conferences and workshops in locations throughout the nine 
counties, on topics ranging from handling hazardous spills to financing 
affordable housing. 


@ Provided graduate student interns for planning projects conducted by 
local governments and community-based organizations.

e A survey of development fees in Bay Area communities. 


e@ The Areawide Housing Opportunity Program (AHOP), a national program that 
calls for partnership among HUD, ABAG, and local communities in determining 
the distribution of federal housing dollars.

A wide range of base maps of the Bay Area, including both natural features 
and urban development. 


Economic forecasts for the region, including industry output, personal 
income, employment, labor force by age and sex, and population by age, 
sex and estimated migration. 


Bay Area population, land use, and employment projections at a small-area 
level, prepared with the assistance of local governments’ staffs. 


Critical areas pianning: information and technical assistance in identifying 
and planning for lands for: resource production and protection (water, 
energy, agriculture, timber, wildlife habitat); public health and safety; 
and recreation and amenity values. 


A broad range of environmental data generated by the computer-based Bay 
Area Spatial Information System. BASIS offers information about geology, 
soils, vegetation, flooding, etc. for the entire region. The computer 
programs permit the user to combine data through overlays and models, to 
produce maps and tabulations, and to provide computer-based environmental 
assessments. 


Technical assistance to local governments in preparing and implementing 
their earthquake safety programs. ABAG supplies information on local 
government liability, geotechnical study costs and government regulations. 
It also assists member governments in general planning and risk assessment 
by providing earthquake hazard maps and methods for applying their 
information to environmental reviews and critical site evaluation and 
selection.

Citizen Participation-by-Objectives, a three-day workshop for transportation 
and air quality managers and citizen leaders, to help them in designing 
constructive and effective citizen participation programs.

DIAMETRICS 


DIAMETRICS is a non-profit public benefit corporation, chartered by 
ABAG. It was formed to help local governments and other public and 
private agencies make informed decisions through analytic programs, 
techniques, and services. 


DIAMETRICS offers technical assistance, tailored to individual 
needs. Its major program is the Cost Revenue Impact System (CRIS). 


CRIS is a computer-based system designed to measure the costs and 
revenues associated with public decisions, such as land use. It 
can be used in reviewing: 

--the fiscal impact of land development proposals 

--major changes in capital or operating budgets 

--changes in public service levels or fees 

--general plan or zoning updates or amendments 

--current and future revenue sources 

--proposed annexations and growth scenarios 


CRIS is particularly valuable to local governments because: 
e It can be easily adapted to represent the decision-making and 
budgetary processes of any jurisdiction. 


e It can maintain and provide valuable information on equipment 
inventories, capital facilities, capital improvement program- 
ming, and personnel requirements. 


e It can provide information on the relationship of costs and 


revenues for alternative development patterns and policy 
decisions. 


DIAMETRICS also offers: 
SHARE - a computerized listing of equipment available by cities 
for rental or sharing, as an alternative to purchase or 
private vendor rental. 


REC - computerized listing of recreational instructors, enabling 
cities to expand their program activities. 


ECONOMIC ANALYSIS - population, jobs and housing
